We declare in favor of strengthening all measures for collective 
security. We favor effective financial and economic measures to this 
end by the League of Nations, against Hitler Germany, Italian Fas- 
cism and Japanese imperialism.

We consider the expenditure of billions for armaments. and war 
preparations unnecessary and provocative, contributing to the danger 
of a new world war.
